Chief Long 
Wolf goes 
home at last 


The remains of Sioux 
Indian Chief Long Wolf who 
died in London more than a 
century ago were reburied in 
tribal ground near the Black 
Hills of South Dakota. Chief 
Long Wolf died of pneumonia 
in 1892 in London where he 
was performing in Buffalo Bill 
Cody’s Wild West Show. 

The move to return the 
remains came after a British 
woman read about Long 
Wolf’s death in a book she 
found in an antique shop. She 
tracked down his relatives, 
who had lost track of where he 
was buried. 

He was buried in the same 
casket with Star, 17 months, 
daughter of another Sioux 
Indian, who died when she fell 
from a horse during a 
performance. 


The remains were exhumed 
September 25 from west 
London’s Bromptom 
Cemetery to the beat of a 
funeral drum and the sound of 
the Sioux chants and Indian 
rituals at an English cemetery 
and church. The ceremony set 
Long Wolf’s bones on their 
final journey. The voices of 
Long Wolf’s two great- 
granddaughters swelled with 
tender emotion in Sioux and 
in English in the old church 
where 300 strangers joined to 
say farewell to a warrior who 
was heading home. 

Long Wolf was granted his 
dying wish, 105 years after the 
Sioux chief asked his family 
to ship his remains from tree- 
filled Brompton cemetery in 
London where squirrels, 
foxes, joggers and lovers 
roam, to the empty quiet of the 
Pine Ridge Reservation in the 
shadows of South Dakota’s 
Black Hills which are sacred 
to the Sioux Indians. 
According to family legend, 
Long Wolf was among the 
warriors who wiped out 
George Custer’s 7th Cavalry 


in the battle of the Little Big 


Horn in 1876, but ultimately 
were defeated. 

Rather than join his fellow 
Sioux in subjugation, Long 
Wolf joined buffalo Bill’s 
troupe.

leaves world record 

At least one entry in the 
Guiness Book of World 
Records belongs to a Scottish 
cat. Towser, a mixed breed 
cat, became the World 


Mousing Champion while | 


living at the Glenturret 


Distillery in the heart of 


Scotland. Initially brought to 
work by a distillery employee 


in the early 1960s, Towser was & 


immediately adopted by the 
entire Glenturret staff. 

As years passed, Towser 
clearly was more than earning 
her keep by catching mice 
throughout the premises. In 
the early 1980s, a Guiness 
Book of World Records 
representative spent a week at 
the distillery monitoring 
Towser’s hunting activity. 
After determining the average 
number of mice caught by the 
cat each day, and multiplying 
that result by the number of 


days in Towser’s lifetime, the 
official named the longhaired 
cat World Mousing 
Champion, having caught 
28,899 mice during her 24 
year career. 

Towser died in March 1987, 
but a bronze statue honoring 
her is now a permanent 
distillery tour attraction.

Luckily for me, we were staying several days in Katowice, - 


precisely because I feared things like the archives early closure and 
that rain days would occur. Two days later, in glorious sunlight, 
we returned to the cemetery and still could not find a way in. I was 
going to use the car as a stepping platform, but it was rented and I 
did not want to damage it. I was going to have my husband give 
mea lift over the barricade, but I feared I would fall into the bracing 
stakes. Steve stood outside the wall while I scoured the walls for a 
place to climb over. 

Without thinking, I put one foot on one wall, the other foot on 
the barbed wire wall and shimmied up the wall, grabbed onto a tree 
limb and vaulted over the wall into the worse marshy area I could 
have found, laden with those hummingbird sized mosquitoes who, 
when awakened, swarmed all over me. 

I started to traipse through the weed and ivy overgrowth only to 
see about eight standing stones of what the Survey of Historic Jewish 
Monuments and the Cemetery Project on JewishGen 
(www.jewishgen.com) said should have been about twenty stones. 
The mounds under the overgrowth told me there were probably 
bout 100 stones overall. Steve yelled to me that he saw a tall stone 


in the center of the cemetery with such clear carving that he thought 
he could see the name of my four-times great grandmother. As I ° 


walked through the dark marsh caused by the umbrella of trees, I 
saw a Sliver of light shining through some branches. The light ray 
was illuminating the tombstone of my great-great-great-great 
grandmother, Emestine Blumenthal Wachsmann, the only readable 
stone in the whole cemetery. : 

After the “Indiana Jones” type of adventure, I now had to take 
pictures of our discovery. 

I did not need to clean the stone for it was in pristine condition, 
ready for a photograph. My husband handed me one camera after 
another as I documented this find. He videotaped me jumping around 
the tombstone, not just from excitement, but from trying to elude 
the masses of biting bugs attempting to bar my attempts. 

There was no way to set up a tripod, no way to get the sun at my 
back, no way to take in notebooks or writing implements and any 
attempt to have worn a “tummy pack” would have hampered my 
vault into the forbidden cemetery. 

My suitcase was heavy enough with research papers and reference 
notebooks to have taken the required shovel, brushes, work gloves 
and other field equipment one would usually take to a cemetery in 
the United States. 


So, I started digging next to the grave of Ernestine, searching for — 


her husband, Hirschel. After scraping myself bloody on the hump 
over the wall, I then re-injured my shoulder by pulling up the 
overgrowth in a furious manner to try and unearth the tombstone of 
Hirschel (who I know must be next to her).

When I reached the stone, 
after digging with my fingers 
like a dog looking for a buried 
bone, my heart sand. The stone 
had fallen - face down. There 
was no way to right the stone, 
so, I just took pictures of the 
exposed stone, said Kaddish 
(The Hebrew ritual prayer for 
the dead) for both of them and 
begged forgiveness for 
disturbing their peace in my 
furious desire to touch the past 
with my own hands. 

I then had to get out of the 
cemetery.

Then, how 
would I get him out? | finally 


' found a few blocks missing from 


the back wall, pulled myself up 
onto the six inch wide top of the 
wall — and like a tightrope 
walker, started to creep to the 
front of the cemetery near the car 
without falling off or tipping 

over the weeds and tree limbs 
growing out of the wall itself. 

Just as ] was about to reach 
my destination, a man walked 
down the road, stopped to gaze 
at this mysterious sight — and 
walked on when I disappeared 
into the tree limbs. 

When we returned to that 
elegant hotel, I was covered in 
black dirt up to my elbows, my 
white sneakers were black, my 
hair was hanging down my face 
which was streaked with sweat 
and I was beginning to show 
signs of welts from those awful 
mosquitoes. 

I went to dinner that night 
hungry and bruised, but I went 
to bed with a smile on my face 
for a job well done!

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The 13th most popular name 
among modern Hispanics, 
Gomez has its base in a Gothic 
word “goma” meaning man. 
The surname originated in the 
mountains of Burgos, spread to 
Navarre and Castile and from 
there throughout Spain and its 
former colonies. 

Two of the earliest first 
settlers in Nueva Espana were 
Gomez men with Gomez on 
both their paternal and maternal 
sides. Pierrez Gomez, son of 
Pierrez Gomez and Catalina 
Gomez arrived in Santo 
Domingo in 1505 from 
Flanders. Gonzalo gomez, 12 
years old, son of merchant Juan 
Gomez and Beatriz Gomez 
arrived in the Indies in 1510. 

Gomez is frequently found in 
combination with other 
surnames, place names in 
particular. In 1518-1519, we 
find a Rodrigo Gomez de Avila, 
don Pedro Gomez de Caceres, 
juan Gomez de Herrerea, 


Hernando gomez de Jerez, Ines 
Gomes de Paz, Gonazlo Gomez 
Saavedra. By the late 1500s, a 
Francisco Gomez Medina and 
brothers Domingo and Manuel 
gomez Navarro were in Nueva 
Espana. 

In the 1700s, numerous 
prominent combined Gomez 
names are found in the Nuevo 
Leon area. Many Gomez 
Castros held important positions 
in Nuevo Leon. Antonio Gomez 
Castros (died 1740) and Juan 
Jose Gomez de Castro (died 
1781) both served as deputy 
governor, local magistrate and 
judge in Cerralvo. Blas Jose 
Gomez de Castro in Linares and 
Jose Vicente de: Castro in 
Vallecillo served in the same 
capacities. 

Another distinguished 
combined Gomez name is 
Antonio Ramon Gomez de 
Canalizo y Buenvecino, born in 
Veracruz in 1739. Antonio

Ramon received a Doctoral 
degree in philosophy 22 
February 1769. Ramon taught 
and eventually served as lawyer 
to the Real Audiencia, supreme

Americas. Considered court of 
the last resort, the court served 
as a representative of the King. 
Decisions were finally and only 
the King could reverse them. 
Jose Luis Gomez, an Irvine 
resident traces his own lines 


~ back to 1795 in Nuevo Leon, to 


Juan Jose Gomez and Maria 
Gertrudis Garcia. The family 
were ranchers in the Cerralvo 
area. Descendants of Juan Jose 
and Maria Gertudis still live on 
the original property, “Rancho 
Los Gomez.” 

Jose Luis Gomez’ 
grandparents were Espectacion 
Gomez Garcia married to Juana 
Rios Garcia. Espectacion 
purchased and raised his ey 
on “Rancho Loma Blanca” 





Nuevo Leon. 

In 1949, at the age of 23, Jose 
Luis’ father, Jose Gomez left the 
family ranch. Working as a field 
worker, Jose traveled from 
Arkansas to Mississippi to 
Louisiana and then to Texas 
where he met and married 
Aurora Leal of Raymonville, 
Texas in 1954. Soon after, they 
moved and settled in Fresno, 
California. Jose Gomez got a 
job working in the fields, but 
slowly worked himself up from 
field labor to carpentry to 
construction contractor. 

Jose Luis Gomez, one of 3 
sons and one daughter 
remembers well picking grapes 
as a youth in Fresno. “My Dad 
used to say, ‘If you like those 
work, Hijo, fine. You don’t have 
to worry about school. You can 
do this the rest of your life.’” 
Jose Luis said that the intent of 
the statement was not lost on 





him. Even though his family 
roots were in ranching, family 


respect for education was always . 


in evidence. 

Jose Luis received a 
Bachelors in math and computer 
sciences from UCLA and a 
Masters Degree in Business 
Administration in 1991 from 
UCI. “A special memory that I 
have is my father’s joy in getting 
his own high school equivalency 
degree, his GED, at the age of 
45. Seeing him set the example, 
working hard during the day and 
then studying at night, made my 
studying easier. His price in me 


gave me positive 
reinforcement.” 
“My ancestors were 


hardworking and industrious. I 
wonder how they managed the 
harshness of the ranches,” Jose 
Luis stated. “Doing my family 
research has taught me much 
about people. I’ve learned 


- compassion by encountering tue 


tragedies of my ancestors and 
their families. My trips to 
Mexico are therapy. When the 
family is together they spend 
80% of their time laughing and 
talking.” 


Jose Luis said his interest in 
family research was stimulated 
when he and his wife first started 
their family.

conquistadors as were many 
other explorers. Instead, the 
Micmac Native Americans 
The 
Europeans were peaceful and 
harmonious, setting an 
excellent example for us to 
follow today, 600 years later. 

While on an inland scouting 
excursion, one of his 
comrades, Sir James Gunn, 
died. To mark his memory, his 
effigy was carved on a stone 
ledge in what is now Westford, 
Massachusetts. This effigy 
has become a proof of Henry 
Sinclair’s presence in America 
600 years ago. 

Many historians believe 
that this expedition journeyed 
southward to the Rhode Island 
coast, where they built what is 


now called “the Newport 


Tower” as part ofa settlement. 
Sinclair retumed to Orkney. 
Within a year, he was slain in 
battle. Meanwhile, Zeno 
returned to Venice and died at 
about the same time. 
‘Unfortunately, the ship’s 
log, known as the Zeno 


Narratives, was placed in - 


storage. It was not to be re- 
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discovered for more than a 
hundred years. 


It is little wonder that the’ 


world knows so little about the 
remarkable voyage in 1398 by 
Prince Henry Sinclair. 

Celebrations for the 600th 
anniversary will take place in 
many locations in the USA 
and Nova Scotia.

Where is Crossmyloof? 

There is an area in Glasgow, 
two miles south of the city 
centre, that has the unusual name 
of “Crossmyloof.” 

The word “loof’ is an old 
Scots term for the palm of the 
hand.. According to a popular 
myth, at a council of war 
meeting, Mary, Queen of Scots, 
on the morning of the Battle of 
Langside (May 13, 1568), laid a 
small crucifix on her hand, 
saying, “As surely as that cross 
lies on my loof, I will this day 
fight the Regent!” Hence, the 
name Crossmyloof. 

After the defeat, Mary fled to 
England across the Solway, 
Firth, landing-at Workington, in 
Cumberland, on May 16. Soon 
afterwards, she was imprisoned 
by order of Queen Elizabeth.

they are protect to their owner 
by the full force of the law, and 
forever. 

In return for this permanent 
legal protection and for the 
maintenance of the permanent 
registration of Arms, a one 
time fee is charged to the 
Petitioner.

This writer, 
based upon the Report of the 
Registrar-General for 
Scotland, 1864 which gives a 
tabular view of the fifty most 
common surnames will report 
this family information in 
coming issues. 

The statement, “Our 
forefathers were fearless, loyal 
and true; let us never disgrace 
them,” would be tested and 
verified repeatedly in the 
regimental records of the 
Highland regiments. A 
homefront example: Our war 
of Independence 1776-82; 
The 42" or Black Watch 
Regiment, along with Fraser’s 
Highlanders, embarked at 
Greenock and sailed 1 May 
1776. Four days later, the 
Oxford transport, carrying a 
company of the 42™4 was 
captured by an American 
privateer. The officers and 
ship’s crew were conveyed 
aboard the privateer. A few 
days later the soldiers 
overpowered the American 
crew and navigated their 
transport into the James River, 
anchoring at Jamestowne, 
Virginia. Unfortunately, the 
area was now in the hands of 
the Americans. The transport 
was recaptured and the 


Highlanders were, as 
prisoners, marched to 
Williamsburg, the chief town 
of the province. 


There, every effort was 
made to induce them to 
abandon their allegiance’ and 
join the American cause. 

When offers of military 
promotions were rejected, the 
Scottish soldiers were told 
they would receive grants of 
fertile land on which to settle 
in freedom and happiness, and. 
that they all would be lairds 
themselves, with no rents to 
pay. These inducements also 
failed. 

Those. trustworthy and 
honorable men declared that 
they would neither receive nor 
possess any land but such as 
they should have deserved by 
service under their King, 
whose health they could not be 
restrained from drinking, 
although in the midst of

found resolute, they were sent 
in small, detached parties to 
the back settlements. ~ 

They were, however, 
exchanged two years later, and 
rejoined their 42™ Regiment.

What does Scottish devolution mean? 
How will it affect Scotland? 





Alastair C. Deptster 





Excerpts from the speech of 
Alastair C. Dempster, Chief 
Executive of the TSB Bank 
Scotland in Edinburgh, and 
Chairman of The Caledonian 
Foundation (Scotland), at the 
3rd Annual _ Scottish 
Symposium held February 27, 
1998 in Sarasota, Florida, 
hosted by The Caledonian 
Foundation, USA, Inc. 

Many persons have asked 
what Scottish Devolution 
means and how it will affect 
Scotland? 

The biggest issue that had 
to be decided was the powers 
that the new Parliament of 
Scotland would have, and 
these now have been defined 
as the Devolution Powers. 

The powers retained by the 
Central Westminster 
Parliament have been defined 
as the Reserved Powers. 

There is still much haggling 
going on over these matters 
but basically the Reserved 
Powers cover the UK 
economic and monetary 
system, fiscal affairs, covering 
all financial services and 
social security. 

In practice, all other matters 
not specifically reserved are 
devoted to the Scottish 
Parliament and these include 
important issues like housing, 
land use, economic 
development, agriculture and 
fishing and all aspects of local 
government, a budget of 
approximately #25 billion. 

Elections for the Parliament 
take place in spring 1999 and 


_the new Scottish Parliament 


sits for the first time January 
2000. 

To give you a few thoughts 
on how Scotland is doing at 
the moment - the gross 
domestic product has been 
performing better than all 
other parts of the UK with the 
exception of London. 
Unemployment is in line with 
the UK figures whereas 
historically it has been higher 


than the UK average. 


Economic performance in 
electronics, whisky, tourism, 
financial services, agriculture 
and oil has done extremely 
well in the last few years. 





Overall, economically, 
Scotland is in good shape. The 
Scottish influence within the 
UK Government has probably 
never beén higher. 

The Prime Minister, Tony 
Blair, is a Scot; also the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
the Foreign Secretary, the 
Defense Secretary; half of the 
Cabinet are all Scots. 

There is a growing feeling 
of confidence in what can be 
achieved in the next century. 

Much will depend on the 
quality of the MPs who are 
elected to Parliament. 

What about Scotland in the 
next century? 

I do believe the new 
Parliament gives us much 
more opportunity for control 
over our affairs and the 
opportunity to manage more 
effectively. 

There will be an increasing 
call for more and more 
devolution on independence 
as we go into the next century. 
That will happen irrespective 
of whether the new Parliament 
is effective or not. 

Service will be come a key 
issue. Service, whether in 
hotels, restaurants, offices or 
shops must not be regarded as 
a second-class occupation. 

Competition in all these 
areas will be enormous, both 
on anational and international 
basis. Unless excellent service 
is provided, success will be 
impossible. 

Tourism will be vital to us. 

We have a beautiful country 
and we need to raise standards 
in all areas, from the B & B in 
Mull to the cafe in Edinburgh, 
to the hotel at Gleneagles. 

Sport will be closely linked 
to the success of tourism. Golf 
will be the key. We have the 
best golf courses in the world. 
Somehow we must get them 
used throughout the year. 

Tourism in recent years has 
stretched from March to 
October; we need to make it 
all year long. 

Our world of dominance in 

shipbuilding and steel is a 
thing of the past. Many of our 
major companies have been 
taken over by either foreign or 





_ English conglomerates. Sadly, 


we have become something of 
a branch economy. We have 
to reverse that trend. 

Investment has been vital to 
us in the past 50 years, 
dominated by the Americans, 
then the Japanese and others. 
This has resulted in Scotland’s 
being one of the major centers 
of the electronics industry in 
Europe. 

In the next century, 
education will be the largest 
industry in the world. People 
will have more time and need 
to learn. Education has never 
been something that stopped 
when you left school or 
college or the university. But 
in the future, lifelong learning 
will become more formal. 

Scotland’s educational 
system is one of the best in the 
world. It is the key to 
Scotland’s success in the next 
century. We have excellent 
schools and universities. We 
are already, through 
technology, in the forefront of 
distance learning. We have a 
huge reservoir of knowledge 
and skills in our electronics 
industry. 

We attract large numbers of 
students from abroad to our 
universities, not only because 
of the quality of our education, 
but also the quality of life we 
enjoy for study in Scotland. 

I don’t want to give the 


} impression that everything in 


Scotland is fantastic, because 
it is not. 

However, the foundations 
that were established by our 
ancestors, the basic values 
they adopted which man y of 
them took to every part of the 
world, are as relevant today as 
they were 400 years ago. 

The future is challenging 
but presents enormous 
opportunities. 

We need help if we are to 
grasp all the chances we have. 

First and foremost, we have 


“to help ourselves. We want to 


work with people from inside 
and outside Scotland, who 
have an interest and pride in 
Scotland’s success.

he year 1998 is the 

75" anniversary of 

the Royal Scottish 

Country Dance Society. The 
Society was formed at a 
meeting held on Monday, 26" 

~ November, 1923, at 5 o’clock, 
in the Athenaeum, Glasgow. 
Twenty-seven people came as 


a result of an advertisement - 


placed in The Glasgow Herald 
by a Mrs. Ysobel Stewart of 


Fasnacloich (at that time she 


was Commissioner of Girl 
Guides of Ayrshire), and Miss 
~ Jean Milligan, an instructor at 
_ Jordanhill College, Glasgow. 


- Both ladies had become. 


~ concerned that the dancing 
tradition of Scotland was 
rapidly dying out, and young 
people would no longer learn 
the style, steps and music for 
dances which even at that time 
dated back almost 200 years, 
the music sometimes even 
earlier. Quickly, research and 
publications committees were 


formed and classes started in | 


Glasgow, Edinburgh and 
surrounding districts. 

The success of their venture 
is seen today with Branches of 
the RSCDS (the “Royal” was 
added by special permission of 
HM Genee V VI, in 1951) to be 
found on all continents, with 
enthusiastic dancers attending 
balls in Atlanta, Georgia; 
Toronto, Ontario, Canada; 
Newcastle, New South Wales, 
Australia; Nairobi, Kenya; 
Singapore and Tokyo, Japan — 
to name but a few locations 
outwith Scotland where Scottish 
Country dancing is found. 

- Miss Milligan’s training as 
a physical education teacher, 

augmented by her tremendous 
enthusiasm, ensured that 
RSCDS certificated teachers 
are trained in a consistent and 
thorough manner. Thus, the 
dancers at all the above places 
would be able to change 


locations and continue. with 
their dancing without missing 
a beat! 

The Society has coilected 
dances from archives, libraries 
and private homes from all 
over Scotland and. even 
England (the Menzies MSS is 
housed at the Bodlien in 
Oxford). These were studied, 


|. the descriptions rephrased into 


modern English — with 
consistent descriptions of the 
figures, and appropriate music 
‘selected, ifnone was indicated 
by the original MSS. These 


| dances were published in 


books and sometimes leaflets 
by the RSCDS. Today, 
modern dances are published 
in the same manner, and this 
allows us to make interesting 
comparisons about.style and 
the complexity. of dance 
figures when dress.was more 
complicated, with our ability 
today to dance more intricate 
patterns. -The figure — 
Double Triangle— which 
depicts the National, Flag of 
Scotland (the St. Andrew’s 
cross), was devised in the first 
decade of the 19th century, 
when formal dress for both 
women. and men. jjwas 
simplified during the austerity 


‘period of the Napoleonic 


Wars. As aresult, the dancers 
were able to be back to back 
without yards of cloth, over a 
bamboo cage on women’s 
behinds and the boned skirts 
of men’s coats getting in the 
way. 

One of the most exciting 
contributions of Scottish 


Country Dancing is the revival. 


of the old tunes, frequently 
played on the fiddle, and 
growth of Scottish Fiddle 
Clubs in areas where the 
dancing is particularly active. 
Miss Milligan always 
emphasized that “the music 
comes first,” that we dance to 





the music. 

Starting in the thirties there 
were some great bands in 
Scotland who recorded on 78s 


(Remember them? They broke 


when dropped.). I remember 
the Cavendish Band, Jimmy 
Shand, Bobby Crowe...the list 
is endless. 

They continued to record 
when 33 1/3 and 45s becaine 
available, and we danced to 
those recordings wherever 
classes were held. 

Two particular additions 
during this period are pianist 
Stan Hamilton, with his band,

accordionist, Bobby Brown, 


and The Scottish Accent. | 


Both men were born in 
Scotland and emigrated to 
Toronto, Canada in the fifties, 
where they found fellow Scots, 
many of whom were also 
enthusiastic dancers. Stan 
learned from his father who 
led a band in Ayrshire and to 
dance to Stan’s music, live, is 
an unforgettable experience. 
By the magic of his fingers he

combines traditional Scottish 
tunes with original compositions 
by Dewar & McLean, such as 
“The Stone”, based on the 
legend of Scota. This song tells 
the tale of a Pharaoh’s daughter, 
who fled her homeland ahead of 
an invading army and eventually 
reached Ireland carrying with 
her a sacred stone. Centuries 
later the Scoti, a Celtic tribe 
descended from this first exile, 


' gave Scotland its name and the 


sacred stone called Lia Fail, the 
Stone of Destiny upon which all 
Scottish Kings are crowned. 
“Grandfather’s Tales,” 
another Dewar & McLean song, 
captures the wonder of a child 
listening to an immigrant 


_ grandparent tell stories of a 


beautiful island named Mull— 
feelings which are echoed later 
in the album in an English 


translation ofa traditional Gaelic 
tune about the Isle of Mull, “Joy 
of My Heart.” 

I particularly enjoy the strong 
harmony of Dewar & McLean 
and the way their voices blend 
so well, especially when 
accompanied by only a guitar or 
bodhran in such songs as “Ode 
to a Scottish Sailor,” or “The 
Mingulay Boat Song.” Another 
high point is “Tuireadh lain 
Ruadh—A Lament for Red Ian,” 
one of my favorite Gaelic tunes, 
sung in Linda Dewar’s lovely, 
clear voice. The album ends, as 
all good ceilidhs should, with the 
unofficial Scottish national - 
anthem, “The Flower of 
Scotland,” complete with a verse 
in the Gaelic and a rousing 
accompaniment by bagpipes. 


The insert with the CD has 
good notes on each cut and also 
includes all of the lyrics to the 
songs. There is an old Gaelic 
proverb, “Thig Crioch air an t- 
saoghal ach mairidh gaol is 
ceol.”—’ The world will end, but 
love and music will go on.”

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For the first time in 120 
years the Nez Perce have 
bought a 10,3000 acre cattle 
ranch with $2.5 million from 
the Bonneville Power 
Administration. None of the 
2,300 Nez Perce who live on 
the reservation in Lapwai, 
Idaho and around the country 
will actually move to the 
ranch, except for perhaps a 
caretaker. 

Instead, the Chief Joseph 
Preserve, as the land will be 
known, will serve mostly as 
winter range for elk. It is also 
home to black bear, bighorn 
sheep, mule deer, peregrine 
falcons and steelhead. 

Before the War of 1877, the 
Nez Perce had a history of 
cooperation with the US 
government. They fed a 
starving Lewis and Clark after 
the explorers crossed the 
Rocky Mountains in 1805. 


The tribe was proud of never 
having killed a white man, 
until the Army ordered 
Joseph’s band to. the 
reservation to make room for 
settlers. Joseph refused, 
having won a promise from 
President Ulysses S. Grant 





The Nez Perce purchase 
Chief Joseph Preserve 
in Idaho for habitat 


allowing his band to stay in the 
Wallowa country. 

The Army eventually 
chased Joseph’s band to 
Montana and captured them. 
Joseph surrendered after being 
promised he could go back to 
the reservation. Instead of the 
reservation, the Army took 
Joseph’s band to Fort 
Leavenworth, Kansas, and 
then the Indian Territory (now 
Oklahoma). Later, he was 
exiled to a reservation in 
Washington, where he died in 
1904. 

The purchase of the land is 
the latest achievement for the 
Nez Perce. The tribe has been 
rebuilding its Appaloosa herd 
as part of a program for 
troubled youth and has 
overseen the reintroduction of 
the gray wolf to the wilds of 
Idaho. 


In celebration of the land 
purchase, the members of the 


Nez Perce nation held a 
ceremony last June in 


northeast Oregon to mark the: 


acquisition of 10,300 acres of 
wildlife habitat.

An additional problem was 
that the original Cherokee 
territory was so large that 
regional dialects developed. 
This too probably influenced 
the variability in the census 
takers’ recordings. Another 
related problem was the lack 
of standardization in the use 
of English letters to represent 
sounds. For example, are “U”, 
“Uu”, and “Oo” the same 
sounds? Are “Te” and Teh” 
the same sounds or different 
sounds? Are “Aw” and “Ah” 
the same or different? Is “Lil 
Lih” the same name as 
“Lilih’? Both names appear 
on the 1883 Hester Roll. Is 
“Oosowee” the same name as 
“Oosowih”? How about 
“Oooo So Wee”? All three 
names appear on the 1908 
Churchill Roll. 

A final problem is the 
natural evolutionary change of 
the Cherokee language. The 
demands of the last 150 years 
have led to many changes in 
the language. Foremost, was 
Sequoyah’s invention of the 
Cherokee Syllabary, After 
many false starts to develop a 
written language, he finally 


settled on a series of symbols 


to represent the. different 
syllable sounds. This led to 
almost full tribal literacy in a 
remarkable short time. It also 
had the tendency over time to 
force regional differences.out 
of the language. ce 

The same symbol was . 
used to.represent.two similar 
yet slightly different sounds, 
such. as “g” and “k” sounds, 
and “t” ret “d”.. sounds. 
Holmes and Smith (1977). 
point out several flaws. in the 
Syllabary, None-the-less, the 
drive to save the Cherokee 
language, when so. many 
native tongues were lost, led 
to the. standardization of the 
English spelling of Cherokee 
words. The Cherokee-English 
Dictionary published by the ~ 
Oklahoma Cherokee Nation © 
made great strides towards the 
maintaining the existence of 
the language for future | 
generations, but it also 
eliminated many of the well- 
established ways of 
representing Cherokee names 
in English. For example, “Oo 


‘was commonly used to 


represent the “u” sound, like 
in the English wold “moon.” 
The Cherokee dictionary now 
spells all those words with a 
single English “u”.

Scotland. Mr. Dempster is the chief 
executive of the TSB Bank, Scotland 
and president of the Charter Institute 
of Banks in Scotland. He is also the 
chairman of the Caledonian 
Foundation in Glasgow, a not for 
profit corporation that was created 
in Scotland to build an international 
network of Scottish peoples 
committed to addressing critical 
human service needs in Scotland. 
However, his luncheon talk was best 
remembered for his fascinating 
presentation on the timing for 
Scotland to have it’s own parliament 
in the year 2000. (See an abridged 
version of this speech elsewhere in 
this paper.) 

After lunch, the symposium 
listened to a well-prepared and 
thoughtful presentation by Alan Bain 
of the Scottish American Foundation 
on creating a professionally staffed 
National Scottish organization that 
would be a network of people of 
Scottish ancestry and friends of 
Scotland in the United States. The 
organization would develop such 
programs as a single toll free number 
as an information resource and © 
support of existing informational 
resources, creation an annual 
directory of Scottish events and 
Scottish resources in the United 
States and Scotland, a professionally 
staffed communications office and 
a professionally staffed fund raising 
office both for the US programs and 
to support Scottish based charities 
and institutions’ fund raising efforts 
in the United States. 

As a possible solution to the - 
many dilemmas of raising money for 
Scottish charities and other Scottish 
programs in the US, Mr. Bain and 
Mr. Dempster presented a short 
discussion on a possible prototype 
of fund raising programs that have 
been successfully used by the Irish 
called the American Ireland Fund 
which has as its mission “to be the 
largest worldwide network of people 
of Irish ancestry and friends of 
Ireland dedicated to raising funds to 
support programs of peace and 
reconciliation, arts and culture, 
education and community 
development.” The Scottish 
equivalent would act as a “vehicle 
to facilitate the efforts of Scottish 
organizations and initiatives that are 
engaged in major charitable fund 
raising activities in America.” I also 
hope to put more of Mr. Bain’s 
presentation in a future column as 
there was a considerable amount of 
thought and merit to what was 
presented. 

. There followed a presentation by 
Russell Grigg’s of Scottish - 
Enterprise, who was a director of 
their overseas business development 
and Robert Creighton, President of 
the Scottish Trade Group, Inc., on 
Scottish commercial efforts in the 
United States. Mr. Dempster 
continued his discussions on the 
Caledonian Foundation UK’s efforts 
to raise money in the US for Scottish 
charitable causes. 

The latter part of the afternoon 
was devoted to presentations by Ian 
Maitland Home of the School of

can be found a wealth 
of folk lore. The passage of 
time blurs the definition and it 
becomes increasingly difficult to 
the fact from the legend and the 
superstition from the coincidence. Here 
to give an explanation for the very well 
Scotland — The Curse of Scotland. 

During the reign of Queen Mary, 1542-1567, a thief attempted 
to steal the Queen’s crown from Edinburgh Castle. The thief, named 
George Campbell, failed in his attempt to steal the crown, but did 
make off with nine valuable diamonds.

Who were the Picts? 


Chieftain Hope-Vere Anderson 


he Picts’ name is 
derived from the 
Roman writer 
Eumenius who dubbed them 
the “Picti,” The Painted Ones, 
because of the warriors’ habit 
of smearing their bodies with 
dyes, “woad,” before battle. 
One of the few clues to their 
life-style comes from the many 
carved stones they erected. 
Historians have not been able 
to decode the system of 
symbols they used. 
Researchers hope the new 
finds at Tarbat Church,

from the Northern Isles of 
Orkney and Shetland to the 
Firth of Forth and the 
Kingdom of Fife whose main 
town today, Dunfermline, was 
the ancient capital of Scotland 
long before Edinburgh. King 
Robert, the Bruce is buried 
within Dunfermline Abbey. 
__ My personal opinion is that 
the carvings on the ancient 
stones were perhaps the true 
beginnings of what we know 
as Heraldry. Then, probably

After much careful research. it has been 
discovered that the artist Vincent Van Gogh

The Cherokee Syllabary 
alphabet has no symbol to 
represent the consonant “ch” 
sound, so those words are 
given the Cherokee Symbol 
for either the sound “tsu” or 
“tsv”. These problems come 
back to haunt researchers 
when tracing back 
genealogical records. A case 
in point was when I was asked 
to search Cherokee records for 
the relatives of people living 
today with the modern 
surname of CHUKALATE. 
That particular spelling was 
not found listed on any of the 
rolls. But the following similar 
names were found: CHUC KA 
LUKA CHOOALUKE CHU 
CH OL LA TEH CHU CHA 
LA THE CHOO QUA LA TIH 
CHUH KA HEH CHOO KO 
LUT TO YIH CHOO CO LA 
TAH CHOO CHO LUT TAH 
CHU CHA LA TAH CHU KO 
LA TO CHUCALATE 
est UrCeUer Aye 
CHUCUERLATE 
CHUKERLATE Several other 
names were also similar, but 
not nearly as similar as these. 
This makes it very difficult to 
accurately trace lineage back 
in time. 

Careful scanning of the 
details of the application files 
of the rolls is important. As 
another example, while 
researching the surname 
CLOUD I discovered at least 
seven different spellings for 
the Cherokee version of that 
name: CHOO LO KIL LEH 
OO LAW GIH LUH OO GEH 
WE YOO OOLAW GILL OO 
GU LAW GA LUH ULAGILI 
ULOGILI . 

The lesson here is whenever 
you are searching any Native 
American genealogy 
resources, you must be alert to 
possible alternate spellings. 
You must recognize that 
somewhere in the 1880s many 
Native Americans took on 
new names or anglicized 
versions of their native names. 
Before that time, it was not 
common practice to hand your 
surname on to your children. 


_ It may become necessary for 


you to hire a native speaking 
researcher to interpret the 
variation in names. That 
person can try to determine 
whether the variations 
between two similarly spelled 
names represents the same 
name spelled differently, or 
two different names. It may 


be a frustrating barricade to 
cross, but the good side is you 
will learn a little bit about the 
structure of your native 
tongue.

In conclusion, I would like 
to say a few words about The 
Caledonian Foundation 
(Scotland).
